All fo llo wers o f Isaac. Walto n will 
do well to take no tice o f the o pinio n 
u st recently handed do wn by Atto r­ 
ney General W. H. Stead at Spring­ 
field. 
In regard to a qu estio n in the 
fish and game law. Acco rding to the 
atto rney’s o pinio n, it is against the 
law to u se a tro u t line fo r fishing du r­ 
ing the spawning seaso n, which is 
fro m April 15 to Ju ne 1. 
The definitio n o f a tro u t line sim­ 
ply co nsists o f o ne lo ne line, with 
nu mero u s sho rter o nes attached at 
intervals. A large nu mber o f anglers 
in this sectio n u su ally take a tro u t 
o r what is u su ally called a thro w line 
with nu mero u s ho o ks o n it and in a 
bo at dro p the same thro u gh the cen­ 
ter o f the stream, the u pper end o f 
the line being ancho red with a heavy 
weight while the lo wer end o f the 
u su al 200-fo o t line is tied to a plank. 
Every little while the fisherman picks 
u p the line, co mmencing at the plark, 
taking o ff the fish and rebating as 
hey pro ceed u p the line 
Slany fishermen believe t’->at tiie 
exceptio n o f ho o k and line permits 
the u se o f the tro u t line. Mr, Stead, 
ho wever, declares ho o k and line mu st 
be taken in the singu lar sense o n’y, 
and that the tro u t line co mci u nder 
the head o f the sectio n o f the law 
whiih reads, “ Device o ther than ho o k 
and line.”

o f the 
engineering feats o f a centu ry.

requ ired 200 po u nds o f dynamite to 
pu t it o u t o f bu siness.

Ferris, who o riginated the idea o f 
the wheel that bo re his name, to o k 
in $750,0^*9 at 50 cents a ride du ring 
the life o f the Wo rld’s Fair at Chi­ 
cago .
